Pan American Airways has just 
received the Inter-American Safe- 
ly Council's award for flying three- 
quarters of a billion 
passenger 


miles, throughout 1946, without a 
single accident. 


A passenger mile is the equiva- 
lent of one passenger flying 
one 
A-mile. Three-quarters of a 
billion 
passenger - miles is the equivalent 
of 750 passengers flying a million 
miles each, or of you flying around 
Ihe earth at the equator SO.OOO li- 
mes last year, if you had nothing 
belter to do. 
Considered that way, the.record 
that earned that award is impres- 
sive. But it is only part of Ihe sto- 
ry-Pan American's last fatal acci- 
dent was January 8, 1945. A pilot 
misjudged his China Clipper's dis- 
tance irom the water and didn't. 
• level off right, and killed 23 per- 
sons at Port of Spain, 
Trinidad. 
That was a bad crackup. Bul since 
the human error in a type of craft 
no longer in use, Pan 
American 
crews have handled 1,445,500,000 
passenger miles without fatality. 
They have taken clippers back 
and forth over every ocean, amonff 
all Ihe conlinenls, lo many of the 
islands, in wnter and summer, rain 
and snow, fog and hail, night and 
day,

Russia Asks UN

Soviet Delegate Andrei A. Gro- 
myko laid the proposal before the 
council last night afler he had vig- 
orously altacked what he called

interterence in the internal affairs 
of those countries. 


Although the Soviet

Many skin disorders improve in 


thc summer from the effects of sun- 
light as well as from relaxation of 
nervous tension. Acne is one 
of 


these skin diseases which will au- 
tomatically improve in the season 
ahead. 


It is estimated that more than 50 
per cent of young persons between 
the ages of 17 and 25 are bothered 
by acne. The disease begins in a 
dilation of the pores of the 
oil 
glands and the formation of a plug 
from thickening of the lining of thc 
ducts. Obstruction of pores causes 
thc oily secretton to dam back, 
break through its boundaries, and 
cause inflammation of the surround- 
ing skin. 
Earl D. Osborne, M. D., Buffa- 


lo dermatologist, reports there is a 
tendency for acne to improve with 
time. If .a hundred patients with 
acne are observed over a three- 
year period, one out of every four 
or five will clear up without any 
treatment. Nearly half will be free 
of the disease, half the time and 
•will have trouble the rest of 
thc 
time, and the remainder will have 
continuous difficulty with many ups 
and downs. 


Usually Hereditary 


When children inherit an oily type 


of skin, they will show a tendency 
:o acne just as their parents did. 
When acne has not been present 
in the parents, children -as a rule 
to not have it. 


Acne victimes receive conflicting 


advice as to diet. It was hoped at 
one time through special diets to 
liquify the oil in the skin so that 
it would flow freely, but all efforts 
along this line have failed. Advis- 
ing young people to eat less sugar 
and sweets apparently does 
not 
make a great deal of difference 
in their skin difficulty. 
Since acne .occurs most fre- 


quently in adolescence, it is believ- 
ed to result from disturbances as- 
sociated with it. Skin peeling from- 
sunlight for special preparation of 
sulphur are of value in acne, while 
X-ray treatments are used in cer- 
tain cases.
